Ink told a House government 


operations subcommittee study- 
ing the plan that existing agen- 
cies have their own missions 
which affect their views of envi- 
ronmental matters. 


"To vest all the EPA pro- 


grams in one of those depart- 
ments is apt to result in a par- 
ticular slant to those activities 
and questions as to its objectivi- 
ty in dealing with matters af- 
fecting and controlling other de- 
partments." Ink said. 


The government is not down- 


grading antipollution efforts by 
placing them in a non-Cabinet 
level agency, he added. 


"At present, these programs 


are placed in such a way that 
various levels of supervisors ex- 
ist between them and the Cabi- 
net members, and they must 
compete for attention with a 
host of other important depart- 
mental activities," Ink said. 


Nixon's reorganization plan, 


signed two weeks ago. pulls 
most of the antipollution en- 
forcement efforts into the EPA 
from major government depart- 
ments.

Farm Pay 
Ceiling 
at $55,000? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration has vowed 
to fight congressional efforts to 
reduce a proposed $55,000 ceil- 
ing on annual federal subsidies 
to farmers for not working their 
land. 


The House Agriculture Com- 


mittee Wednesday approved an 
omnibus bill limiting payments 
to 
individual and 
corporate 


farmers who participate in fed- 
eral programs to reduce acre- 
ages planted in cotton, wheat 
and feed grains. The $55,000 
ceiling would apply to each of 
the three categories. 


Reps. Silvio O. Conte, 
R- 


Mass., and Paul Findley, R-I11., 
charged the ceiling was too 
high. Findley said he would at- 
tempt to lower it to $20,000 per 
crop—the maximum amount ap- 
proved earlier this month by the 
Senate. 


The 
statement 
brought 
a 


prompt response from Agricul- 
ture Secretary Clifford M. Har- 
din, who told reporters the ad- 
ministration supports the $55,000 
ceiling and will fight efforts to 
reduce it. 


There is no limit presently on 


the amount a farmer can re- 
ceive from the federal govern- 
ment for not planting crops. 
Five individual payments of 
over $1 million each were made 
by the federal government in 
1969 
under the three categories 


of crops involved. 


The subsidy program costs 


about $3.5 billion a year and 
benefits about 2.5 million farm- 
ers. 
The payments average 


$1,400. One-third of all payments 
are $500 or less. 


Presumably, under terms of 


the bill, a large corporate farm 
with holdings in various parts of 
the country could receive a 
maximum of $165,000 for with- 
holding land from wheat, feed 
grain and cotton production.

Vietnam 
Arms Feed 
Crime Wave

WASHINGTON (AP) - Arms 


and munitions bound for Viet- 
nam are being stolen in Califor- 
nia and sold through an under- 
ground market in which narcot- 
ics sometimes are used for mon^- 
ey, an investigator has told a 
Senate panel. 


"An acid head possessing an 


unstable explosivsis enough to 
make any law enforcement offi- 
cer lose sleep at night," Charles 
A. O'Brien, California's deputy 
attorney general, told the Sen- 
ate Investigatioas subcommittee 
Wednesday. 


"And that's what we have in 


California right now," he added. 


"There's a market for hand 


grenades and they're stealing 
the stuff," O'Brien said, refer- 
ring to recent munitions thefts 
from U.S. military shipments 
going through the Port of Oak-- 
land and Port Chicago, Calif. 


"The general tendency toward 


blowing things up and burning 
things down in our society in- 
volves an acceptance of vio- 
lence and destruction which is 
virtually 
endemic," 
O'Brien 


said, adding all types, colors 
and classes of people of all polit- 
ical persuasions are involved in 
the escalating wave of terror 
bombings. 


Another witness, Iowa Atty. 


Gen. Richard C. Turner, told 
senators that in his state, where 
dynamite is easier to purchase 
than firecrackers, wire-tapping 
laws are needed to allow suc- 
cessful prosecution of bombers 
and the recovery of hoardes of 
explosives.

Only sketchy information was 


available 
on the withdrawal 


from patrol base Ripcord, on a 
1,000-foot ridge north of the A 
Shau valley and 13 miles east of 
the Ixiotian border.

sources said the base was under 
attack this morning. 


It was the first time in nearly 


nine months, since Nov. 2, that 


U.S. 
forces abandoned a patrol 


base under enemy pressure and 
destroyed their guns to keep 
them out of enemy hands.

million loan guarantee for the 
Perm Central Railroad, the Fed- 
eral Reserve warned that such 
a loan probably would merely 
postpone bankruptcy proceed- 
ings. 


In a confidential credit report, 


the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York also said it could not 
certify the financially troubled 
railroad's ability to repay such 
a loan. 


The report was dated June 17. 


Under normal proceedures it

delivered 


Immediately 
to 
the 
federal 


agency guaranteeing the loan, 
in this case the Defense Depart- 
ment. Two days after the report 
was dated, the Defense Depart- 
ment 
was 
still 
pushing 
the 


planned loan. 


The 
fact 
prompted Rep. 


Wright Patman, D-Tex., chair- 
man of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, to charge Wednesday as 
he released the report that the 
administration sought to pro- 
ceed with the loan guarantee de- 
spite the Fed's warning. 


Patman said the report was 


flown to Washington on the 17th 
and delivered by courier to the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System's 


board of governors for forward- 
ing to the Defense Department. 
It could 
not 
be determined 


immediately when the Defense 
Department received the report. 


As late as 8 a.m. June 19, 


Deputy Secretary of Defense 
David M. Packard told Patman 
his department Intended to pro- 
ceed with the guarantee. Late 
that afternoon, after a round of 
private meetings, the adminis- 
tration announced it had killed 
the plan. It was not known how 
much influence, 
if any, the 


•Fed's report had on the final de- 
cision. 


Two days later, Penn Central 


filed for reorganization under 
the bacnkruptcy act. 


Under the administration pro- 


posal, known as a V-loan guar- 
antee agreement, several New 
York City banks would have is- 
sued the loan to the Penn Cen- 
tral. The loan would have been 
guaranteed by the Defense De- 
partment under the 1950 De- 
fense Production Act. 


"The cash needs of the com- 


pany through 
the year 
1971, 


could, in our estimation, reach 
or exceed one-half billion dol- 
lars," the Fed's report said. 
"The proposed V-loan financing 
in the amount of (200 million 
maturing on Oct. 31, 1970, of it- 
self, would provide inadequate 
assistance to the company and, 
in all likelihood, merely post-

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Varicose Veins 
Occur Mostly in Legs 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D, 


Q — What causes varicose 


veins? How can they be pre 
vented? 


A — They arc caused by a 


failure of the valves in the 
veins to check the backward 
flow of the blood. This comes 
about as a result of dilation 
of the veins or collapse of 
the valves. It occurs chiefly 
in the legs, especially 
in 


barbers, dentists, bank tell- 
ers and otfiers who stand in 
one place for long periods. 
Heredity and pregnancy arc 
added factors in some per- 
sons. 


Whenever you must stand 


or sit for a long time, you 
should wiggle your toes vig- 
orously at frequent intervals. 
Don't sit with 
your legs 


crossed and avoid wearing 
tight girdles or circular gar- 
ters. If in spite of these pre- 
cautions your veins become 
dilated, you should get elas- 
tic stockings or spiral band- 
ages and wear them to pre- 
vent a full-blown varicosity. 


Q— My daughter, 29, has 


varicose veins. One doctor 
advised surgery and another 
advised some sort of injec- 
tion. Which is best? 


A — S u r g i c a l 
removal 


(stripping) 
of the incom- 


petent veins has long been 
the treatment of choice. In- 
terest in the injection of the 
veins has recently been re- 
vived through the use of 
sodium tetradecyl sulfate as 
the obliterating agent and a 
vastly improved technique. 
Usually the treatment se- 
lected should be the one your 
surgeon knows best and has 
had the best results with. 


Q — i have varicose veins. 


Will exercise make 
them 


worse? Is there danger of a 
blood clot? 


A— KxercUe helps to pre- 


vent varicose veins but after 
they have formed it will 
neither cure nor aggravate 
them. Due to the impaired 
drculation, however, exer- 
cise involving the legs is 
more tiring. 


phlebitis 
(inflammation 
of 


the veins) with or without 
clotting and leg ulcers. 


massage good or bad 


for varicose veins? 


A— Massage will not help 


them. It should be avoided 
because of the possibility of 
dislodging a clot if one is 
present. 


Q— I wear 
firm 
elas tic- 


stockings because of vari- 
cose veins. They are expen- 
sive and Tose their elasticity 
after a few weeks. What do 
you advise? 


A— Try using elastic-weave 


spiral bandages.

Bruce Visits 
Saigon on 
Way to Paris

WASHINGTON (AP) - Am- 


bassador 
David K.E. Bruce 


headed for Saigon today and 
consultations with South Viet- 
namese leaders before taking 
over as chief U.S. peace nego- 
tiator in Paris. 


Bruce and Ambassador Ells- 


worth Bunker, U.S. envoy to 
South Vietnam, left Washington 
Wednesday 
following 
discus- 


sions with President Nixon and 
other officials on projected new 
U.S. 
peace proposals at the 


stalemated Paris talks. 


These tentative new proposals 


reportedly are designed to offer 
Communist elements in South 
Vietnam an opportunity to share 
post-war political power in Sai- 
gon as part of an over-all agree- 
ment for ending the war and 
getting both U.S. and North 
Vietnamese armies out of the 
country. 


Such 
proposals, 
implying 


some kind of future coalition 
government, are a sore point 
between the Nixon administra- 
tion and Saigon. 


Bruce presumably wants to 


form a first-hand impression of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu's 
stand on this issue and what 
proposition Thieu is prepared to 
accept. 


Nixon reportedly has decided 


to move slowly in presenting 
new proposals to the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese at Paris. 
They may not be formulated 
and introduced before Septem- 
ber. 


Meanwhile, Ambassador Phil- 


ip C. Habib returned to Paris 
Wednesday to continue as act- 
ing head of the U.S. team until 
Bruce takes over. Habib has 
been chief U.S. negotiator since 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
resigned last December. 


The issue of how to form the 


peacetime government in Sai- 
gon, 
and particularly what as- 


surances might be given the 
Communists in advance of elec- 
tions, is regarded by many 
well-informed diplomats as the 
central issue of the peace talks. 


Nixon said earlier this week 


the 
United States is 
flatly 


against an imposed 
coalition 


government for South Vietnam 
and favors post-war elections in 
which the Communists 
could 


participate—a 
proposal 
on 


which he and Thieu agree. 


But the President kept the 


door open to some other means 
of political settlement saying if 
the present parties in the South 
Vietnamese legislature "should 
negotiate a settlement with oth- 
er political parties (meaning the 
Communists and others in oppo- 
sition) that is certainly some- 
thing that is a decision for the 
people of South Vietnam." 


The administration's strategy 


in peace-seeking obviously is to 
hold out the prospect of a share 
in post-war power to the Com- 
munists in an effort to get them 
to negotiate seriously in Paris 
—or in some other larger Indo- 
china peace conference if that 
should prove feasible. 


Officials here say they detect 


no evidence of any movement in 
the Communist position, 
al- 


though spokesmen continue to 
demand changes in the Saigon 
government as part of a peace 
agreement.

Mid-year of 1970 brought two 


major events that could shape 
much of the fight to save the 
American environment through- 
out this decade, and beyond. 


One of them, President Nix- 


on's sweeping attempt to coordi- 
nate the federal environmental 
effort, holds the promise of 
making the fight more effective. 


But the other, the discovery of 


widespread and dangerous mer- 
cury poisoning of many Ameri- 
can waters, promises that the 
struggle will be even more diffi- 
cult than many had feared. 


While any benefits to come 


from the President's proposed 
reorganization are some time 
away, making this a potential 
gain, the mercury pollution is 
an immediate reality and a ma- 
jor loss on any scorecard of 
man's antipollution race. 


In pulling together a variety 


of pollution control efforts now 
scattered 
throughout govern- 


ment into one new agency, the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, the President hopes to over- 
come the present system, which 
he said "often defies effective 
and concerted action." 


One phase of the reorganiza- 


tion plan should please environ- 
mentalists—removing from the 
Atomic Energy Commission the 
authority for setting radiation 
exposure 
standards. 
Environ- 


mentalists have long charged 
the AEC with a conflict of inter- 
est, promoting the use of atomic 
energy while being responsible 
for regulating it. 


The President also proposes 


combining air and sea research 
under a new National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion within the Commerce De- 
partment. It is being called 
"Noah." 


Unless Congress objects, the 


entire plan goes into effect in 60 
days from the July 9 announce- 
ment. Observers expect contro- 
versy over the AEC proposal. 


The discovery of significant 


amounts of mercury in waters 
of at least 17 states takes on 
even more importance because 
it appears most people did not 
suspect the problem even exist- 
ed. Just how widespread, hof' 
serious, and what damage'to h{J- 
man health may already have 
occurred, is unknown.And what 
of all the other chemicals in the 
environment? 


Mercury, the liquid inside or- 


dinary 
thermometers, 
is 
a 


heavy metal that is poisonous to 
humans. It finds its way to wa- 
ter, federal officials say, in 
waste from industry, from pa- 
per, chlorine, sodium and plas- 
tics operations. 


It can cause progressive brain 


damage, blindness, kidney dam- 
age, death. It can persist in wa- 
ter for 100 years, experts say. 
Industrial pollution experts pre- 
viously believed that mercury 
did not dissolve in water, but 
sank harmlessly to the bottom 
of rivers and lakes. 
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dam building.

standards for absentee voter 
registration and absentee voting 
in presidential elections. 


Perhaps the most 
notable 


change in the 1970 act is a re- 
duction of the minimum wage 
for voting in all elections to 18 
years. 


Article 3, Section 1 of the Ar- 


kansas Constitution establishes 
the age of 21 as the minimum 
age for voting in Arkansas. The 
age limit also is stipulated in 
Amendment 8, adopted in 1919, 
to the state Constitution. 


Arkansas law does not pro- 


vide for the use of a literacy 
test. 


Mitchell asked Rockefeller to 


review the 1970 act with other 
state officials and advise the 
federal office of the instructions 
regarding irnplmentation of the 
provisions

The lease sale was the first 


held by the Interior Department 
since Interior Secretary Walter 
Hickel halted all such sales last 
March in the wake of a massive 
oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico. 


The Interior Department held 


a hearing here last week on 
whether to place new oil and 
gas areas up for lease in anoth- 
er region of th Gulf which pres- 
ently has no oil or gas drilling.

ted was $23,062,500 by Forest 
Oil Corp. for tract No. 2079.

The bids included bonuses to

ATHENS (AP) - The Arab 


hijacking of a Greek airliner 
ended with the arrival of the hi- 
jackers in Cairo, the safe return 
of the plane and its crew to Ath- 
ens early today, and a promise 
of freedom for seven Arab ter- 
rorists held in Greece. 


The hijackers, five men and a 


girl, released the plane's 47 oth- 
er passengers and one of its 
eight crew members after the 
Greek government agreed to 
free 
two 
Arabs accused of 


bombing an Israeli airline office 
in Athens and five others serv- 
ing terms of two to 17 years for 
two attacks on Israeli airliners 
at the Athens airport. 


Authorities said the seven 


would be turned over to the In- 
ternational 
Red 
Cross 
one 


month after the two charged In 
the airline office bombing last 
November stand trial. The trial 
is scheduled to open Friday, and 
the two men are charged with 
murder, a Greek child having 
been fatally injured. 


The hijackers commandeered 


the Olympic Airways Boeing 727 
shortly after it took off from 
Beirut on a flight to Athens and 
Rome. After it landed at Ath- 
ens, the Arabs rebuffed a num- 
ber of offers, including one by 
the airline's owner, Aristotle 
Onassis, to become their host- 
age in return for the passen- 
gers' freedom. 


Onassis also offered them an 


undisclosed sum of money, but 
the hijackers insisted on free- 
dom for the seven Arab prison- 
ers. 
The government finally 


agreed to the demand. 


The plane flew to Cairo with 


the hijackers, seven crew mem- 
bers and an International Red 
Cross representative aboard as 
a hostage for the arrival in 
Egypt. The hijackers were met 
by Egyptian officials and driven 
away on a bus, and the plane re- 
turned to Athens. The Red Cross 
representative remained in Cai- 
ro. 


The Popular Struggle Front, a 


small leftist organization of Pal- 
estinian guerrillas, announced 
in Damascus that it was respon- 
sible for the hijacking. The two 
Arabs who go on trial Friday 
are members of the Front. 


An electronic device was in- 


stalled at Beirut airport two 
weeks ago to detect passengers 
carrying metallic objects, but 
the device was not functioning 
Wednesday due to technical 
trouble, an official of the airport 
said. 


While the plane sat on the 


runway at Athens, the ambassa- 
dors from Egypt and Jordan 
went to the control tower and 
argued with the hijackers by ra- 
dio. Onassis rushed to Athens 
from his private island, Scor-

Soviet Union has expanded its 
military aid to another 
Arab 


state with a shipment of equip- 
ment, including tanks, to Libya, 
U.S. sources say. 


They report a Russian vessel 


recently landed a cargo of T54 
and T55 medium tanks, trucks 
and other vehicles at Tripoli, 
apparently the first ship load of 
Russian-supplied military JJgar 
to reach libya. 


This development is signifi- 


cant, in the view of U.S. intelli- 
gence analysts, because it indi- 
cates the Libyans may have de- 
cided to turn to the Russians for 
their army equipment. 


Although the Tripoli regime is 


considered in the leftist Arab 
camp, U.S. authorities have 
been hopeful the new Libyan 
leaders would riot tie their coun- 
try lo the Soviets. 


At least six other Arab coun- 


tries 
are 
receiving military 


equipment and are considered 
generally to side with the So- 
viets against the United States 
on most issues- Egypt, Syria, 
Algeria, the Sudan, Iraq and
